France, said the senator, has been most dilatory in repay­ 
ing the U. S. government. 
She is known to have a heavy tax bur­ 
den, but in spite of this she has loaned large sums to the Balkan 
states for the prosecution of war. 
In addition, she is maintaining 
a large fighting force.

Washington. June 15. — President 
Coolidge is taking a keen Interest In 
the p r o s i e r of commercia] aviation 
in the United States and under Irs 
direction the federal government is 
encouraging in every 
way possible 
th e growth 
of 
the 
American air­ 
craft industry. 
T h ree great agencies of the federal 
government are directly engaged in 
stim u latin g aviation, the army, th* 
navy and the post office department. 
Of these, the air mail is regarded as 
the most important in building up an 
independent aircraft industry. 
The army and navy buy quantities 
af airplanes for specialized war p u r­ 
poses, but the air mail is opening the 
way to general peace time commer­ 
cial aviation by its example in prov­ 
ing the speed, security and economy 
of air transportation. 
P u rsu a n t 
to 
the 
President’s re­ 
quest, a report was recently made to 
him summarizing the position of th • 
American aircraft industry. 
The r e ­ 
port explained that, whilP m a n u fa ct­ 
uring facilities in this country were 
not adequate to meet a war time 
emergency, that there was a nucleus 
capable of supplying th,, best a i r­ 
craft in the world. 
So far the airplane m anufacturing 
Industry has been limited to the de­ 
mand for government platies. 
Asid<> 
from the army, navy and air mail, 
there is almost no market in thi 
country for aircraft. President Cot l- 
idge believes th a t one of the most 
im portant national defense measures 
that can In* taken is the stimulation 
of this aircraft industry so that la 
time of need the nation would be 
equipped 
to produce quantities cf 
modern planes. 
He baa disapproved, 
however, all proposals to subsidiz 
tin* industry. 
It is his belief that 
as an industry it can only develop 
properly if it pays its own w ay a n i 
proves of practical self sustaining 
service in much th e same way the 
railroads cf the country developed. 
Tile adm inistration therefore in in­ 
ter*:-’ J in * very attem pt to increase 
the commercial use o ' airplanes. The 
e tablishm ent by Henry Ford of a 
Chicago-Detroit line of freight planes 
was regal tied as a supremely i m p o r t­ 
ant step. 
Federal officials a c q u a in t­ 
ed with Hic situation believe the time 
is approaching when common carrier 
air lines will connect all the large 
cities of the country with express and 
pa.-sotiger lines. 
The air mail, they 
point out, has proved the practica­ 
bility of such lines. 
The Kelly Bill passed at the last 
session of congress was a definite step 
forward in carryin g out the ad m in ­ 
istration 
air policy. 
The bill 
a u ­ 
thorizes th e post office depart men 
to contract with private parties to; 
the carrying of mail 
by airplane 
Already the departm ent has asked for 
bids for two short lines and bids will 
shortly be ashed for New York-Chi- 
cago and Uhicago-Kansas City routes 
The adm inistration believes these 
private contracts will do more to 
stimulate commercial aviation th a n 
if the post office department expa nd­ 
ed its own existing air mail service. 
Officials believe th a t as soon as busi­ 
ness men discover air transportation 
to be a paying proposition, th at air 
lines will come into general use th** 
country over. 
General air transportation would 
mean scores of factories tu rn in g out 
practical planes, th ousands of skilled 
pilots, hundreds of technical experts 
—-a national air establishment of in­ 
calculable value In time of war.

4— Timing. 
It might he a good plan for protea 
atonal golf teachers to concentrate the 
ideus of their pupils on the fact that 
It Is the timing of all the elements of 
a swing that brings about the required 
results 
the right speed and position 
of the club head. 
No written instruc 
thins can give the whole idea. 
It 
must he explained by Die professional 
through a course of lessons as tin 
combination of ull the mechanics of 
the swing ut the exact Instant the 
club is in contact with the hall. 
Only 
tin* skilled teacher can tell whether 
this combination is correctly made or 
what element went wrong. 
Almost invariably, the beginner puts 
undue Importance on one of the ele­ 
ments. 
The pupil may get that ele­ 
ment just right but It is worse than 
useless if it does pot lit into the swing 
to allow for perfect timing. 
There is 
a reason for every part of the correct 
golf swing. 
Child imitators of the 
swing of a champion may duplicate it 
eorreetly hut they themselves never 
will become champions without know­ 
ing why they use a certain grip, stance, 
etc. 
The reason for this Is that some 
element may at any time go wrong, 
due to ii change unnoted by the player. 
Ile will he absolutely helpless to cor­ 
rect the trouble unless lie knows Just 
what effect each element has on the 
swing. 
It is tin* duty of the professional 
teacher to carefully explain all the 
elements of the swing. The pupil must 
us** a certain grip because it hest fits 
his swing, anil must know why that 
grip is the hest for him. 
Ile must 
know the reason for every part of the 
stroke or he becomes a phonograph 
disc. 
H u t might he all right lf the 
disc never became worn or broken. 
That Is exactly the position of Die 
mechanical player when part of his 
swing goes wrong. 
He is a broken 
disc. 
The record is all on the disc 
but it can’t make the music of perfect 
timing unless it is mended or replaced. 
The pupil must take the word of the 
Instructor, hut as each 
new 
point 
comes up he should never leave it 
until he not only Is able to make the 
move correctly but also understands 
fully why It Is necessary and just ex­ 
actly what it accomplishes.
